gagement lu the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion.

a. note calling Ihe attention of

Courier to tho anniversary, gives a 
graphic description of the battle. He 
says:.

"During that memorable- night 
a 


terrible typhoon was raging. The rain 
fell in torrents, drenching the men in 
the trenches. We were new to that 
kind of .lighting and could only see 
the enemy In the occasionally flashes 
•of lightning;. 
The nlsht was 
pitch 


dark and the scene was not a cheerful 
one; 


"Half the rifles in the company were 


clogged with sand from the rifle pits 
and the men would dip the breeches 
In the pools of water to'wash out the 
sand. Then ilrlng would be resumed, 
as a flash of lightning gave them nn 
opportunity to get the range. 
, . 


"Throughout the engagement, which 


lasted the better part o£ four hours, 
the troopers were cheered and 
en- 


couraged by the presence of Colonel 
Hawkins, who left his sick bed to be 
with' his men during the battle. He 
braved all dangers of the night to 
urge the Pennsylvania boys to 
do 


themselves proud when under fire for 
the first time. 


"The'battle of Malate took place a 


few miles south of Manila. There was 
desperate fighting tor the Tenth- after 
that,'but this battle will best be re- 
membered because of it being the regi- 
ment's first engagement."

Revolutionists Then Farad* 


With Charred Re- 


mains. 


BLOODY SCENES AT BARCELONA 


Correspondent Makes His Way From 


City and Gives Graphic Description 
of Horrible Events—Fearful Dem- 
onstrations by Mobi. 


London, July 31.—The Dally .Tele- 


graph's correspondent at Barcelona 
gives a graphic description of affairs 
up to Wednesday evening. After de- 
scribing the great difficulties .he ex- 
perienced In reaching the city from 
Madrid, owing to the cutting ot the 
railways by the strikers and .the 
threats of tho revolutionist*, ho com- 
ments on the extraordinary sudden- 
ness of tho outbreak of the Insurrec- 
tion, which took the public complete- 
ly by surprise on Monday morning. 


By 4 o'clock In the afternoon barri- 


cades were being erected and there 
was firing In every direction. By that 
time, too, a state ot siege.bad been 
proclaimed, 
telegraph 
lines 
cut, 


bridges, dynamited, railways stopped 
and Barcelona Isolated. Throughout 
Tuesday the same, scones continued, 
but the troops were quite .inactive, 
everybody asking what the captain 
general and the military were doing. 
Only the police and civil guard were 
trying to stamp out the Insurrection. 


Priests and Null Slaughtered. 


- Up 
to Wednesday morning the 


troops had not fired a shot. In the 
meantime churches, convents and col- 
leges had been burned and the sky 
Illuminated by the flames. Dozens ot 
priests and 
nuns were ruthlessly 


slaughtered, some at the altar while 
holding the'crucifix la their hands, 
others while bravely defending their 
Institutions against the revolutionists 
and devouring flames, the populace 
preventing the Red -Cross workers 
from giving aid. 


Nuns who appeared at the windows 


were stoned; not a .soul helped them 
or took pity on their screams. From 
the height of Mont Julcb nothing was 
to be seen but flames, the whole of 
Barcelona seemed like a bonOre. 


The number killed, the correspond- 


ent states, exceeds 120, and the 
wounded number more than three 
hundred. Dead and wounded continue 
to be unearthed under the ruins. 
Parade Streets With Chirrtd Remains. 


"Today," he continues, "I witnessed 


one of the grimmest of spectacles. 
The 
revolutionists, 
about 
10,000 


strong, were marching about 
the 


streets with the charred remains of 
their victims. They had placed arms, 
legs and heads on. long poles and 
were singing the Marseillaise and 
shouting. 
They gave not only the 


police, civil guard and soldiers samples 
of their carnage, but actually passed 
under tho very nose ot the captain 
general, who was at tho head ot his 
troops, and no one dared to fire on 
the revolutionists. The truth Is, this 
movement Is undoubtedly revolution- 
ary and has been organized and di- 
rected by persons of Influence who 
have not appeared up to tho present 
and as to whose Identity discretion 
counsels silence. It sprang up at a 
time when Barcelona was denuded 
of troops and tho captain general was 
not strong enough to take decisive 
action."
